Freddy Lamkin 14 year old fresh 
man at the Harrisburg Township 
high school, may not be too prac­ 
ticed vet at wolf calls, but he is 
"dead eye Freddy” with a bow and 
arrow, when it comes to killing a 
fox. 
Out at the Hereford cattle farm 
owned by his parents, Mr and Mrs 
Eugene Lamkin, in New Hope com­ 
munity, Harrisburg RFI) 4 the fox 
es are "tame as dogs,” and a men 
ace to the poultry, mallard ducks, 
and young animals about the place 
One evening when Mr. Lam­ 
kin went to the barn to tend 
the cattle, a fox was in the 
barn. 
To shoot the fox with 
a shotgun would have endan­ 
gered the cows. 
Mr. Lamkin 
told Freddy to get his bow, 
with its sharp metal pointed 
arrow, which he did, took aim 
aud shot the fox — ju s t like 
that! 
Later a litter of eleven young 
foxes were found in a drainage 
ditch tile 
in 
this neighborhood. 
where foxes have hibernated in the 
large ditch tile during the past two 
years of drouth and have raised 
large families. 
So numerous are the foxes in this 
district, that some of the farmers 
have quit trying to raise chickens. 
The only good I hat they do that 
anyone knows about, is that they 
do kill mice and rats, but not if a 
tasty young fryer is about 
One of their peculiarities is that 
they love the smell of newly turni d 
earth, either that or curiosity will 
lead them to follow' a tractor all 
around a field that is being plowed, 
Mr. Lam k jn ^ a id . 
Most of them 
are red - h u l a few gray foxes are 
also around 
Alfred Johnson, a neighboring 
caffle ruiner, remarked, "They are 
tame' as dogs, anti the country is 
overrun with them 
Sonic organized hunts have 
been 
held, 
hut 
experience* 
teaches the hunters that if they 
go near the den, the foxes 
move out the minute they can 
do so without being killed or 
caught. 
Mr. Lamkin said that if you pass 
a den of young ones, the mother 
fox moves them next day. 
The 
mother has all of the responsibility 
for the young, because foxes are 
like dogs 
the male is a fickle 
fellow and is occupied with the pur­ 
suit of another “girl friend.” 
Should the den be in a place that 
would become Hooded, the mother 


fox tosses her babies out to higher 
ground, then finds a dry shelter t ) 
which she moves them later. 
Mange kills off many of them 
When they become infested they 
try to get near to ham s and farm 
houses, probably to get warm, Mr. 
Lamkin ^aid.

SPRINGFIELD IP — The State 
Public 
Health 
Department today 
released figures showing heart dis­ 
eases, cancer and brain and nerv­ 
ous 
system 
hemorrhages caused 
two-thirds of all deaths in Illinois 
in 1953. 
Heart disease took tho biggest 
toll, 40,424, or 40 per cent of the 
total of 95,407 deaths for the year. 
Cancer caused 14,947 deaths and 
vascular 
lesions or hemorrhages 
was the third leading cause with 
10,085 
Only heart disease, vascular le­ 
sions 
and 
pneumonia - influenza 
caused more deaths in 1953 than 
in 1952. 
Tuberculosis, which rank­
